“THE LINE-UP AGAINST THE COVENANT” 
Those were grave words uttered in the house at VV ash- 
ington Tuesday by Congressman Heflin when he said that 
German money is being used to manufacture sentiment against 
the league of nations and insure its defeat in the I nited 
States senate. 
Inasmuch as everyone now knows that German 
money has been spent lavishly heretofore to influence public 
opinion in this country, it will be natural for the public largely 
to accept the assertion of Mr. Heflin, admitting that the pub­ 
lic does not know what his assertion is based on. 
It is improbable that Mr. Heflin either said or implied 
that ALL or MOST of those opposing the league have been 
influenced by German money directly or indirectly. 
Such a 
statement would be without any degree of truth. 
Some of the 
best people and most disinterested people in the country an* 
opposing the league and doing so honestly. 
I here are nu­ 
merous reasons why the league should be opposed and opposi­ 
tion to its adoption is no indication of one’s studipity or dis­ 
honesty. 
But if Heflin implied that German sympathizers and 
those who during the war were disloyal are opposing the 
league’s ratification, he implied what sober, second thought 
will admit as the truth. 
There is not within the entire range 
of our acquaintance (and we know quite a lot ot people in 
Oklahoma) a single man who sympathized with Germany 
before our entrance into the war or who was disloyal to our 
government after our entrance into the war who is not today 
openly and actively opposing the league of nations. 
It is unthinkable that a German sympathizer should fa­ 
vor the league. 
The very purpose of the league is to repress 
any future aggression on the part <>i Germany and prevent 
her winning even yet the rewards ot the war. 
I he men who 
planned the league frankly announced that there is no other 
way to overawe Germany. 
It is a league ot nations now or 
another world cataclysm later. 
This purpose is well known 
to German lovers and it is not possible for them to clo other­ 
wise than oppose the league. 
And they are against it to a 
man. 
T he line of dem arkation thus becomes plain. 
All who 
support the league are loyal Americans. 
All disloyalists anti 
pro-Germ ans oppose the league. 
And a tact that is exceed­ 
ingly em barrassing to the loyal American who opposes the 
league is that h* finds himself in conipany w ith every elemen 
that sought to stab this nation in 
ts back while we w en 
engaged in war. 
The men who defended the Lusitania min­ 
der, the men who burned railroad bridges and poisoned school 
h o u se wells, the men who carried * hieago on an anti-Ameri­ 
can platform, and the m en who signed the socialist protest at 
81. Louis, are lined up against tho ratification of the covenant 
and are fighting it to a man. The American citizen who lights 
the league must take his stand by the side of every disloyal 
element in the country.

opened

Dallas, is meeting with unqualified 
success. 
Under the management of 
Captain Maja Thell, a graduate nurse 
who is experienced in the manage­ 
ment of Salvation Army 
boarding 
homes in other sections of the coun­ 
try, the home is filled to capacity, 
thirty-three girls being accommodat­ 
ed 
Although only a low rate is charg­ 
ed for room and board,—$5 for a 
single room and $6.30 for a double 
room,—such good board is provided 
that in th** two months since the 
home has been opened most of the 
girls have gained in weight. 
The 
other day, one girl on returning from 
her vacation announced that she w’as 
glad to get back as she had not eat­ 
en such good meals since she had 
been gone. 
These girls are, for the most part, 
students of

Whenever girls are found who are 
linable to pay board, they are taken 
in for the time being until positions 
can be secured for them.

"First, 
whenever the demand for any great 
necessity* materially exceeds the sup­ 
ply, an increase in price is inevit­ 
able. Conversely, when the supply 
exceeds the demand, a decrease in 
pric*» follows.

ing the supply and controlling the 
market, but, no combination of men 
and no degrees of government have 
ever been able to transm ute a defic­ 
iency into plenty or to remove the
